04 FINNISH FIRMS 
ON U. 5. BLAGKLIST 
IN MOVE 10 FORCE 
NATION FROM WAR 


Economic Penalties In- 
voked First Time — 
Concerns Among 
Largest, Two Headed 
by Cabinet Members. 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
The United States, seeking to 


force Finland to break its alli- 
ance with Germany, tonight black- 
listed 84 Finnish firms, including 
two headed by members of the 
Helsinki cabinet. 

The action, the most drastic 
taken against Finland in many 
months, means the Finns will suf- 
fer economic penalties after as 
well as during the war under the 
new policy of continuing the 
blacklist in operation in the post- 
war period. The 84 firms are the 
first Finnish companies to be 
placed on the American blacklist. 

One of the firms listed bore 
the name of Bruno Procope, iden- 
tified in official quarters as the 
cousin of the Finnish minister 
here, Hjalmar J. Procope. 

The Minister, when asked about 
it, however, disclaimed any rela- 
tionship. 

The two cabinet officers in- 
volved in the. blacklisting opera- 
tion are the foreign miniser, Hen- 
rick Ramsay, and the minister of

The addi- 
tional 15, it was learned, consist 
of eight firms previously put on 
the British blacklist but not on 
the American list, and seven 
others described here as among 
the important business organiza- 
tions in Sweden. 

Americans are forbidden’ to 
deal with blacklisted companies. 

It was thus brought out that 
the United States in the last few 
days has reinforced its policy of 
playing a strong economic hand 
with the Stockholm government 
and business interests in an ef- 
fort to induce the Swedes to halt 
all ballbearing shipments to Ger- 
many.

4500 Tons of Bombs 
Loosed on Pas de Ca- 
lais and _ Boulogne 
Areas — Yanks: Strike 
Twice in Day. 


LONDON, June 8 (AP).—The 
ramparts of Europe—under vast 
new. aerial pressure of shuttle 
raids by American planes using 
Russian bases — were blasted on 
the west twice today by United 
States Fortresses and Liberators 
without the loss of a_ single 
bomber, 

Both the assaults by United 
States heavies were directed 
against the coast of Northern 
France and out of a total force 


of perhaps 1000 bombers and 
fighters taking part in the double 
operation, one fighter failed to re- 
turn, 

The Pas de Calais region also 
was hit Friday by Fortresses and 
Liberators without loss. Thus the 
cost of three attacks on Hitler’s 
vaunted Atlantic wall by nearly 
2500 planes dropping an estimated 
4500 tons of explosives has been 
one single-engined plane. 


One Out of 16,000 Men, 


“This means that only one man 
is missing from a total of nearly 
16,000 airmen flying against Pas 
de Calais in the last two days—an 
example of the way in which air 
units are paving the way for the 
landing of ground forces at a 
minimum loss of life. 


While the heavy bombers were 
hitting the coastal fortification, 
hundreds of fighters and fighter- 
bombers of both the American and 
British sections of the Allied Ex- 
peditionary Air Force ranged back 
and forth across France and the

in London’‘is reported as saying 
that the establishment of Amer- 
ican air bases in Russia and the 
setting up of the eastern section 
of the United States Strategic Air 
Force on Russian soil is “the out- 
standing strategic development of 
the war in theiair during the past 
year.” This is certainly no over- 
statement. 

It would be no over-statement 
if we merely consider the general 
effect on the Allied war effort of 
actual physical co-operation, for 
. the first time, between American 
and Soviet combat forces. The 
very fact that American and So- 
viet flying personnel and mechan- 
ics are working at the same bases, 


that American bombers are being 
escorted by Soviet fighters, that 
American air operations are sup- 
porting Soviet ground operations— 
these alone are enormous gains in 
the direction of better understand- 
ing, more perfect unity, fuller and 
more efficient . co-ordination of 
military effort between the East- 
ern and Western Allies. It is a 
development which has long been 
needed and which will go far to 
wipe out many of the miserable 
little misunderstandings and sus- 
picions which have been making 
their presence painfully apparent 
during the last few months. 

No Small-Scale Affair. 

But the material effect of this 
new development will likewise be 
of vital importance in the conduct 
of the air war against Germany. 
It is clear from the reports al- 
ready published that this is no 
small-scale affair. Not one, but 
many American air bases have 
been established in Russia.: The 
use of these bases by American 
heavy bombers is hereafter, appar- 
ently, to be habitual and exten- 
sive. American fighters are al- 
ready there to co-operate with Red 
Air Force fighters in escorting the 
big planes. American hospitals 
and post exchanges are to be set 
up. 

In other words, the eastern sec- 
tion of the United States Strategic 
Air Force is a large-scale, power- 
ful striking force and will con- 
tinue so to be as long as it is 
needed. 

What does this mean in terms of 
attack against German industrial 
centers? First and probably most 
important, it brings the great in- 
dustrial district of Upper Silesia 
within easy bombing range for 
the first time. 

Makes Moving Useless. 

The Germans have come to de- 
pend on this area more and more 
fof heavy industrial production as 
the Ruhr has been progressively 
hammered into something which 
is now approaching ruin. The east- 
ward shift of German heavy in- 
dustry has been one of the most 
notable features of German de- 
fense against the bombing attacks 
from the British Isles. Now all 
these expensive and difficult shifts 
become useless. 

It is only about half as far to 
the Silesian industrial centers 
from Russian bases—let us say 
from Berdichev or Zbitomir—as it 
is from British bases; it is only 
about two-thirds as far as it is 
from Foggia. Incidentally, it 
should be noted that the effect of 
the new bases on the Pilsen indus- 
trial area of Czecho-Slovakia will 
not be as pronounced as with Si- 
lesia, since Pilsen is about equi- 
distant from Britain, from Foggia 
and from the nearest possible 
bases now in Russian hands, But 
the effect on Silesia will be deci- 
sive. 

Similar considerations of dis. 
tance apply to the shipbuilding 
and submarine repair yards and 
Gdynia and Danzig; the Russian 


bases halve the distance to be.

Also, the rail communications 
of the German armies on the Ro- 
manian front, the railways of Hun- 
gary and southern Romania, will 
be more easily attacked from Rus-

Effect on Defense. 

What will this mean to the Ger- 
man scheme of defense? It will 
tend to dislocate that defense 
completely. The Germans do not 
now have enough fighters to make 
any sort of proper defense of 
their western industries and com- 
munications.

The Japanese counterattacked 
Thursday, but were hurled back 
with 80 enemy troops killed in ac- 
tion. An additional 1090 Japanese 
were found in a captured cave.

The final decision on the plan, 
which is designed to elevate the 
standards of the bar, provide bet- 
ter supervision and improve the 
administratton of justice, rests 
with the Supreme Court, which 
has power to order the plan into 
effect. 

The court will consider the pend- 
ing plan and various modifications 
and amendments suggested by 
some of the attorneys participat- 
ing in the referendum, before an- 
nouncing its decision. 


39 Per Cent Vote. 


Ballots calling for a vote on the 
principle and on the specific plan 
were sent in April to 5886 lawyers 
enrolled in Missouri. Ballots re- 
turned, including 70 blanks, to- 
taled 2298, or 39 per cent of the 
number to whom they were sent. 

Spicer said the vote cast was 
nearly 50 per cent of the number 
of lawyers actively practicing in 
the state, as about 1100 of the en- 
rolled. attorneys are in military 
service and 144 of the ballots were 
returned with notation the ad- 
dressee could not be found, 

Only 156 of approximately 1100 
lawyers absent in military service 
cast ballots, a possible index of 
soldier absentee voting. The sol- 
dier vote was 144 for integration 
and 12 against. 

St. Louls, with 2274 lawyers, 
voted 826 to 69 for integration, and 
Kansas City, with 1418, voted 472 
to 89 for integration, 

Creation of an integrated or sin- 
gle bar group, such as now func- 
tioning in 24 states, has been 
sought in Missouri for years, first 
through legislative action and then 
| through the Supreme Court, which 
/once rejected such a plan. 

Bar Now Partly Integrated. 

The Missouri bar now is partly 
integrated, through operation of 
the Supreme Court’s rules, adopt- 
'ed under its inherent powers, for 
regulation of the practice of law 
and disciplining of unethical at- 
torneys, The proposed _ integra- 
tion plan would make no change 
in the existing direct control by 
the Supreme Court of disciplinary 
measures and admission to the 
practice of law.

Results at the Polls, 

At the general election in 1940, 
the citizens of Missouri, by a vote 
of 535,642 to 445,194, a majority of 
90,448, adopted the non-partisan 
court plan. An effort was made 
two years later to repeal it, the 
action being taken: even before the 
plan had been tried, The repeal ef- 
fort was defeated by a vote of 
889,065 to 216,554, a majority of 
172,511, 

The plan was a complete reform 
of the method of selecting judges 
of the Supreme Court, of the three 
Courts of Appeals, and of the Cir- 
cuit and Probate Judges in St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 

For about 100 years Judges in 
Missouri had been nominated by 
political parties, for many years 
by party conventions, and in more 
recent years at party primaries. 
They were elected on political 
party ballots at general elections. 

As a result, Judges were active 
in politics. Most of them made 
deals with political bosses, and po- 
litical ward healers, to obtain po- 
litical support, and with business 
interests to obtain campaign funds. 
Many of them repaid for the sup-

PLANS TOMORROW 


Runway 3000 Feet Long and 
"150 Feet Wide Proposed for 
Jefferson Memorial. 


Plans for the construction ak ; 
temporary landing strip on 
Jefferson Memorial, to be baie} 
by the city if the National Park | 
Service grants permission, will be | 
presented to the Municipal Air- 
port Commission tomorrow after- 
moon for their approval, Milton 
M. Kinsey, chairman of the Air- 
port Commission, said yesterday. 
As soon as the commission ap- 
proves the plans, Kinsey will ap- 
ply for permission to construct 
the strip. 

Plans call for a turf strip 3000 
feet long and 150 feet wide. Two 
sets of plans are being prepared, 
Kinsey said, one of which would 
provide a landing strip running 
diagonally across the riverfront 
memorial and the other provid- 
ing a runway parallel to the 
river. Estimated cost of the 
former would be about $2500, Kin- 
sey said. 

“The cost of constructing a run- 
Way parallel to the river would 


be considerably more than for a. 


diagonal one,” Kinsey explained, 
“because it would require the 
wrecking of a warehouse left 
standing by the National Park 
Service and used for storage of 
ornamental columns and masonry 
work saved from the historic 
buildings which were wrecked 
when the area was cleared, The 
cost estimate has not been com- 
pleted for this second plan, but it 
might run as high as $7000.” 

Plans for expansion of Lambert 
field, prepared by W. W. Horner, 
consulting engineer to the Airport 
Commission, will also be submitted 
to the commission at its meeting 
tomorrow. 

These plans, it is understood, 
will provide for the development 
of the present airfield, by stages, 
until it is expanded to its ultimate 
limits. It has been proposed to re- 
locate the administration building 
on Natural Bridge road near the 
intersection of Brown road, thus 
cutting more than two miles, and 
several minutes, from the trip 
from downtown St. Louis. 

Ultimate development of the 
field contemplates construction of 
runways ranging ms to 10,000 feet 
in length.

SUMMING UP MAIN POINTS OF SERIES | 
ON POSTWAR EMPLOYMENT PROBLEM| 


Places Must Be Found in 


Private Enterprise and Gov- 


ernment for 55 Million Ci- 
vilian Workerz, Nine Mil- 
lion More Than Were .at 
Work in 1940.

WASHINGTON, June 3. 
O sum up the main points which have 
T been made in this series of articles on 
the problem of employment after the 
war— 

Jobs will be needed in private enterprise 
and government for about 55 million civilian 
workers, or nine million more than were 
employed in 1940. The gross output of 
goods and services in that last prewar year 
amounted to 97 billion dollars. If we do 
no better than reach that level—though it 
was the highest ever achieved up to that 
time—and if the hours of work remain the 
same, we shall have, according to estimates 
of the Department of Commerce, 19 million 
unemployed. 

This is true for two reasons: the growth 
of the population and the heightened pro- 
ductivity per man-hour of work. The long- 
time steady rate of increase in the capacity 
of the individual to produce has been ac- 
celerated by new industrial processes and 
machinery born of the war. 

To provide jobs for 55 million persons 
we require an expansive economy operating 
on a gross production level of about 140 
billion dollars in terms of 1940 prices, or 
about 165 billions in terms of current prices. 
The required increase in physical volume of 
production over 1940 is about 50 per cent. 


Enterprise System Will 
Be Put to Critical Test. 


Can the job be done? Figures on current 
production—close to 200 billions a year— 
suggest that it can be. But the Government 
today is absorbing dbout half the output. 
After the war, we “cannot maintain the 
needed high level of production unless there 
is a mass buying power sufficient to replace 
a large part of the Government’s outlays 
for war. 

The enterprise system as we know it today 
will be put to a critical test. For it is clear 
that if private industry, after the period of 
transition from war to peace, fails to pro- 
vide the jobs necessary to bring employment 
to a “reasonable” total, there’ will be a de- 
mand for government intervention that no 
political party can resist. Nearly every- 
body agrees that some government spend- 
ing on public works will be required while 
industry is getting itself readjusted; what 
we are considering here is the prospect that 
industry will face if, for whatever reason, it 
fails to deliver the jobs after it has got 
back to normal peacetime production. As 
Henry J. Kaiser has said, we have entered 
a “century of social consciousness.” Mass 
unemployment in private enterprise will 
bring on mass government employment, with 
all that this involves in the way of govern- 
ment controls over the economic system. 

Numerous spokesmen of private industry 
have expressed their awareness of the dan- 
gers that will confront it in the postwar 
period. Notable among the organizations 
actively at work on the postwar employment 
problem is the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, headed by the president of the 
Studebaker Corporation, Paul G. Hoffman. 
The CED has the blessing and support of 
the Department of Commerce. With Eric 
Johnston and others, the CED is saying 
that private industry can lead the way to 
the highest prosperity the country has 
known. But, it adds, this can only be done 
within “a favorable economic climate.”’ 


National Welfare 
Depends on Employment. 


Typical of the views of many industrial 
leaders is the statement of the CED that 
“the existence of the free-enterprise system, 
and of democracy itself’ depends largely 


upon the ability of industry to avert mass. 


unemployment. The national welfare, says 
the CED, will be advanced “‘in direct propor- 
tion to the number of workers employed by 
private business enterprise.” 

The term “reasonable” in reference to the 
employment goal is used advisedly. Abso- 
lutely full employment is impossible in a 
dynamic society. Besides the unemploy- 
ables, there are always workers idle because 
of technological change or some other reason 
arising from the very nature of a progressive 
economy. Even in 1943, with the country 
being combed for every available worker, 
there were one million unemployed. 

The 55 million figure we have used as 
the number of needed jobs after the war 
represents what most authorities agree would 
be a satisfactory total. Even with that

In particular, there is too great a tendency 
to rely on the great manufacturing corpora- 
tions—Ford, General Electric, General Mo- 
tors, U. S. Steel and the like—to provide 
the answer to the employment problem. 


Small Business Still 
Backbone of Country. 


They, and manufacturing:.in general, can 
provide a large part of the answer, but not 
all of it by a long shot. Fewer than one- 
fourth of all the jobs in the country are nor- 
mally in manufacturing. Indirectly, of 
course, it _thakes jobs in other fields, but for 
the direct creation of the great bulk of the 
required jobs, even under the largest imagin- 
able expansion of manufacturing, we must 
look elsewhere. : 

To a very large extent, we must look to

Of the three million separate business estab- 
lishments in the United States, only about 
3300 employ more than 1000 workers each. 
About 35,000 employ from 100 to 1000 
workers. Roughly 45 per cent of the total 
business employment of the country is fur- 
nished by little concerns with fewer than 
100 employes each, 

Small business is still, as these figures 
show, the business backbone of the country, 
and one of the goals both of the “leftists’’ 
and of many on the “right’’—all gave the 
monopolists—is to protect its competitive 
position in relation to big business. The 
Baruch-Hancock report on reconversion pol- 
icies recommends measures to this end, and 
so also does the Senate’s planning committee 
headed by Senator George. Eric Johnston 
says that all enterprise will be better off if 
‘newcomers in multitudes” enter the busi- 
ness field. 

The needs of small business are the 
special concern of the Smaller War Plants 
Corporation, of which Maury Maverick 
is the head.

Next after the transition period will come 
a boom engendered by the ability of the 
people to satisfy their pent-up demands out 
of their wartime savings. We shall face in 
this period the large possibility of disastrous 
inflation. By June 30 next, the ‘‘inflation- 
ary potential’’—liquid holdings in the hands 
of business and individuals—will amount to 
194 billion dollars, or a sum 115 Dillion 
dollars greater than the comparable figure 
three years earlier. 

The lesson is obvious: wartime price con- 
trols need to be extended until such time as 
industry can begin producing enough goods 
to meet demand. Uxpenditures that could 
be ruinous to the whole economy, if held 
over beyond the boom period, would be an 
important factor in sustaining — 
and employment.

'for-service schedule. . Last year, the Center 
| was visited by more than 7500 patients, 
1527 of them members of the prepayment 
| plan. Another 300 plan members were in- 
| active temporarily while in the service of 
the country. 

Persons join the plan either as individuals 
or as members of a group. Basic member- 
ship fees are $24 annually for a single per- 
son, $36 for husband and wife, $48 for a 
family including all dependent cehildren 
under 18 years of age. Individuals are 
billed twice a year; payroll deductions are 
made monthly in the case of an employe 
group, while members in non-employe 
groups are billed quarterly. 

For the basic fee, members receive as 
much general medical care at the clinic or 
in a hospital as required without supple- 
mental charges. They are also entitled to 
complete care in the fields of surgery, ob- 


stetrics, proctology, gynecology, pediatrics,

INCE 1940 huge masses of people have 
migrated from the interior of the United 
States to communities, mostly in the

Western and Southern coastal areas, where

Prepayment Plan 


PREPAYMENT medical and surgical care 

plan, admittedly the “answer of the Mis- 
souri medical profession to socialized medi- 
cine," is expected to be introduced in St. Louis 
and out-state within the next two months.

Coverage of medical and surgical care 
hospitalized cases only.” 

Cash payments to be made directly by the 
plan to the physician rendering the service. 

Inclusion of all doctors licensed to practice 
medicine and “acceptable to the committee 
on ethics and censors in each county medical 
society.” 

The plan will be known as the Missouri 
Medical Service Inc., a non-profit orgenize- 
tion.

urology, ear, eye, nose and throat, derma- 
tology, physiotherapy and roentgenology. 
Laboratory work, X-ray and dental X-ray, 
and electrocardiography are included in the 
services available without further cost to 
plan members. Dental work is not included, 
but scheduled at moderate rates. 
Examinations and treatment are provided 
at the Center, located in the Loop, or in 
approved hospitals, where indicated. A 
slight charge is made at the present time 
for house calls, but the doctors believe that 
as more members are acquired it may be- 
come possible to add house calls to the basic 
services, , 
The Center is a co-operative producers’ 
partnership in which the partners are 
mainly physicians and dentists. Policy and 
its implementation are determined by an 


‘executive committee of three, of which the 


chairman and spokesman for the Center is 
Dr. Lawrence Jacques, a surgeon. The com- 
mittee is responsible for all aspects of the 
general medical practice, one lay partner 
superintends the business arrangements, 

When the Center was started, Dr. Jacques 
told the writer, capital amounting to $5800 
was raised through loans from the partners, 
During the early years of ‘Operation, he said, 
the partners left’ substantial portions of 
their salaries in the business as working 
capital. The original loans have been re- 
paid, while the subsequent investment rep- 
resents the partners’ equities. 


Excess Income to 
Remain in Business. 


Originally, doctors’ salaries were set be- 
tween $450 and $700 a month. For thee 
several years during which the Center was 
struggling for sufficient income to meet the 
budget, the men were entitled to a propor- 
tion of their established rates. They are 
just now reaching to full scale which means 
from $5400 to $8400 annually, said Dr, 
Jacques, 

Gross income last year aggregated $180,. 
000; the previous year it was $175,000. 
Administrative costs amount to 12% per 
cent of the gross. When there is a surplus, 
which is anticipated on the basis of the 
record, excess income will remain invested 
in the business and be added to the part- 
ners’ equities, 

With several of the original partners on 
military leave, the executive committee en- 
gaged well-qualified refugee physicians as 
replacements. These men are salaried em- 
ployes without a voice in the management, 

To a man, the doctors agreed they were 
making a satisfactory living. Dr. Jacques 
added that every month those partners in 
the armed services received checks varying 
from $50 to $100, in contrast to other physi- 
cians who, upon leaving their practices, were 
deprived of all of their income from medi- 
cal practice. 

At the start, medical care was provided 
only on a fee-for-service basis. One of the 
early patients, president of the Illinois

Labor’s Friends Also Object 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your otherwise fine editorial of May 
23, “Lost—16,000 Tons of Steel Plate,; on 
the Granite City Steel Co. strike, was 
weakened in my opinion through a con- 
fused philosophy in the next to last 
paragraph. 

I refer to the sentence, “Is it any won- 
der that the enemies of labor seize up- 
on such episodes as a justification for 
depriving unions of their rights?” Why 
just “the enemies of labor” and “de- 
priving unions of their rights”? Is it 
not possible that the friends of labor 
feel the same way about these episodes? 

There are good labor unions and bad 
labor unions, just as there are worthy 
labor union leaders and irresponsible op- 
portunists in their ranks, and as there 
are worthy leaders of industry and un- 
worthy business heads. 

The English historian, Mandell Creigh- 
ton, wrote, “Power tends to corrupt, and 
absolute power corrupts absolutely.” No 
less a person than former Mr. Justice 
Brandeis is reported to have phrased 
this somewhat differently: “All power, 
no matter how lofty its purpose, cor- 
rupts.” 

As a friend of labor, I believe, along 
with others, that it is the obligation of 
the state to prevent abuses by labor or 
capital, and that if labor is to hold the 
gains of recent years, there must be cor- 
rection in the present labor legislation, 
lofty as was its original intent. 

There have been too many unauthor- 
ized and wildcat strikes, whose control 
apparently requires additional legisla- 
tion. These strikes, if not corrected, 
will do labor and the country at large 
great harm. 

Those who support labor, yet feel 
that the recent abuses require remedial 
legislation, do not deserve to be classed 
as “enemies of labor,’ M, D. L.

Do We Want the Blame? 


It is time for the American people to look bold- 
ly into the mirror of current history and decide 
if they wish to bear the blame for this nation’s 
impossible French policy. 

That mirror does rot lie. It warns us that 
unless public opinion swells in anger to force a 
change upon the President, we will have sent our 
sons to fight in Europe a war with little heart 
or soul or clear purpose—a war of steel alone. It 
warns us that unless we recognize the French 
Provisional Government now, before the dark 
night of invasion, our prestige in Europe may be 
a cipher and our historic friendship with France 
at a bitter end. 

These are the military issues, immediate and 
clamorous: 

How can we shorten the war? How can we 
spend the fewest possible American lives in 
breaching the Continental fortress? How can 
we enlist the greatest possible support, before and 
behind the lines, from the keenly organized anti- 
Fascist patriots? 

Only by welcoming as an ally the French Pro- 
visional Government, the only authority recog- 
nized by the French themselves. It directs, as 
Mr. Churchill said in Parliament, “forces which, 
in the struggle against Hitler in Europe, give it 
fourth place in the Grand Alliance.” Yet be- 
cause of a blind American policy, living France 
hag no place at those polished conference tables 
where, it would seem, only tangible power talks. 

Let Walter Lippmann, in the strong words of 
his address in New York last Wednesday, argue 
the military case against our official stand: 

“The time is late; we are on the eve of in- 
vasion. But still we must plead with those in 
authority to face one issue, and not to take the 
awful risk, not to make the tragic mistake, of 
sending our armies into Europe with political 
confusion behind their lines. 

“There can be no settlement with Germany, 
not even an enforcible armistice, which does not 
have the full support of the European neighbors 
of Germany. ... Of the neighbors of Germany, 
France is by the common consent of Europe the 
leading power.” 

In the answers to two primary questions lies 
the folly of our official pretense that none can 
speak for France until the war is over. 

The first of them—What is France?—has a 
ready answer. France is a nation at war. In the 
homeland she lost the first big battle, yet steadily 
fights the second, Sixteen resistance groups, in- 
cluding 150,000 men well armed by Britain, fight 
the Nazi at his back. 

The groups number several million, and all 
consider Gen. De Gaulle the symbol of their cause 
and his Government their trustee... For them, it 
manages the affairs of one of the world’s larg- 
est colonial empires and directs an external army 
of a half-million. 

The second question—What does France want? 
—can be as clearly answered. She wants her 
Government recognized as the administrative au- 
thority during and after liberation, and will not 
accept British and American military occupation 
as a substitute. Her Representative Assembly and 
committee in Algiers have already approved the 
plan by which the democratic ballot shall be re- 
stored and a permanent government formed. 

There are other things the reborn France 
wants: A seat on the European Advisory Com- 
midsion, now consisting, somewhat ridiculously, 
of only two nations, neither of them European, 
A voice in the peace she will be expected to 
help enforce. 

It is announced that our Government does 
not intend to gend a representative to De Gaulle’s 
talks with the British in London. We have no 
emissary in Algiers, although Britain and Russia 
are represented there by men of ambassadorial 
standing—Duff Cooper and Bogomoloff. These 
are snubs to an ally that it is impossible to be- 
lieve the American people sypport. 

In the interests of milita#y necessity as well 
as fairness to an ally, the President's feud with 
De Gaulle must come to an immediate end.

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It’s the People’s Court Plan 


Nearing the end of its work on the judiciary 
article, the Constitutional Convention tomorrow 
begins debate on the non-partisan court plan. 

It is to be expected that in this convention, so 
many of whose delegates were chosen by partisan 
political processes, there should be substantial 
opposition to the enlightened provision in the 
present Constitution by which the higher courts 
of the State are raised above politics. It has 
been a source of satisfaction to the advocates of 
an independent and respected judiciary that so 
many of the delegates have stood steadfastly 
against any weakening of the court amendment. 

Misgouri’s non-partisan court system has been 
admired, praised and cited ag an example by 
lawyers, legislators and public officials of other 
states, 

It is.a product of the people’s will. Before 
any selfish politician moves to strike it down, 
let him recall that this advanced method of se- 
lecting Judges and retaining or removing them 
Was proposed in 1940 as a constitutional amend- 
ment by the initiative process; that it was adopt- 
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ed in State-wide vote by a majority of 90,448; 
that two years later, when its repeal was at- 
tempted, the people re-approved it, but this time, 
in a lighter vote, by a majority of 172,511. 
Without question, this progressive measure, as 


the will of the people, should be preserved. 
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Barrier to a Unified Valley 

The Army Engineers, the Mississippi Valley As- 
sociation and the Missouri River States Commit- 
tee may be able to jam the inequitable flood con- 
trol bill through Congress in the final testing 
which will begin with Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee hearings seheduled for Wednesday, But if 
they do it, the price of the victory will be the 
Upper Valley people’s anger and suspicion and 
flaming sense of wrong. 

“Water” is a fighting word in the great plains 
of the Dakotas, Montana and Wyoming, and it is 
a word which in the present struggle has just 
begun to fight. If the partisans of navigation 
succeed in grabbing the bulk of the Missouri 
River’s water by act of Congress, they need not 
suppose that the issue will be settled. Only one 
thing would perhaps be settled, and that would 
be the animosity and distrust of the Upper Val- 
ley toward the Lower Valley forever. 

The presumption to priority would by no man- 
ner of. means be settled. The irrigation states 
would still possess many devices in their con- 
stitutions, ratified by Congress, reserving to them 
the control of streams within their borders. 

It needs to be said that the Pick plan has be- 
come the very symbol by which a real unifica- 
tion of the aspirations, the thoughts and the ef- 
forts of this vast valley will either rise or fall. 
If it is steamrollered through Congress, all hopes 
that the Missouri Valley may some day be able 
to function as a whole, for its infinitely greater 
future, will very likely be crushed beneath it. 

It seems altogether probable that we are now 
at a turning point at which what is done will 
decide whether we can act together, whether 
we can deserve one another’s trust—and decide 
it for some important time to come. 

Let us face the inevitable fact: if, to gain a 
navigation channel, the people of the Lower Val- 
ley permit special interests, purporting to repre- 
sent them, to pre-empt water which should be 
irrigation’s, it will be a channel costing far and 
away above its worth; costing our future. 
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Phosphoritogorsk Makes the Map 


The Russians, calling a great new phosphorus- 
producing city by the name of Phosphoritogorsk, 
were not, we hope, heard by any prospective 
town-callers on this side of the water. Our towns 
are named badly enough ag it is. Not—as our 
Russian example reminds us—that it couldn't be 
a lot worse, 

We American people are perfectly capable of 
seeing Phosphoritogorsk and raising it. We are 
capable of a Bauxiteburg, a Manganese City, a 
Sodium Nitrateville, a Trinitrotoluol Center. 
So to our Slavic ally, our Soviet confrere, but one 
word of caution: speak low when you speak of 
Phosphoritogorsk. 
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An Aerial Pincers Movement 


The little group devoted to diligently fostering 
American distrust of Russia has had some suc- 
cesses by seizing upon occasional puzzling or sur- 
prising aspects of Moscow policy. Now these 
doubters have been thrown for a large loss by 
the news that shuttle bombing of Axis territory, 
by planes flying from Allied fields to new bases 
in Russia, has got under way. 

This co-operation, which the critics said would 
never come about, must be most disturbing to 
Hitler. Every square inch of surface under Nazi 
control igs now within bombing range of Allied 
squadrons based in Italy, North Africa or Britain. 
The new setup means that the Germans must 
scatter their forces to meet a fresh and deadly 
threat, just at the moment when a Channel in- 
vasion approaches, It means, too, that the Rus- 
sians have given concrete proof of their solidar- 
ity with America and Britain. 

As the aerial pincers movement beging to func- 
tion, it,must be accounted both a military and 
a political triumph for the Allies. 
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No Regimentation for Cartoonists 

When Mr. Churchill rose in the House of Com- 
mons the other day “to speak kindly words about 
Spain,” he also spoke unkindly words about peo- 
ple who “think our foreign policy toward Spain 
is best expressed by drawing comical or even 
rude caricatures of Gen, Franco.” Did the Brit- 
ish cartoonists apologize and promise never to 
do such a naughty thing again? They did not, 
Three of them came back in next day’s news- 
papers with bitter lampoons on the disapproved 
subject, and two of the drawings are reprinted 
on this page today. 

Like free-born citizens of any democracy, these 
cartoonists refuse to let the Prime Minister tell 
them how to express their ideas, or what ideas 
to have. They are not taken in by his fulsome 
praise of the Spanish dictator, and they tell the 
public so, in blunt and forceful drawings.

Success of conservation enterprise in Tennessee Valley calls for 
other such projects to get other rivers under control, says New 
York daily; urges tackling the problem of Mississippi floods by 
similar means; a gigantic postwar job that will appeal to veterans,

The Tennessee Valley Authority, better 
known as TVA, had its beginnings back in 
World War I, at the then famous Muscle 
Shoals, 


The Tennessee is a big tributary of the 
Ohio River, which in turn is a big tribu- 
tary of the Mississippi. The Tennessee’s 
drainage area, comprising large parts of 
Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Kentucky, used to be a 
bad one for floods, 


Muscle Shoals, with its staep water drop, 
was a good bet for an electric power plant 
to produce power needed to make nitrates 
in the other war. President Wilson's ad. 
ministration started construction of Wil- 
son Dam at Muscle Shoals in 1918; the job 
was completed, over the opposition of pri- 
vately owned power companies, in 1925. 


It was not until the Roosevelt administra- 
tion got going in 1933 that development of 
the entire Tennessee River drainage area 
for power, flood control and navigation 
purposes was undertaken in earnest, TVA 
today is a huge and successful enterprise. 
It operates a series of power and storage 
dama, 


Chief Objectives Attained 


TVA’s three main objectives have been 
pretty well won. A 650-mile waterway 
navigable by boats of nine-foot draft is 
just about completed. Some 530,000 cus- 
tomers use TVA electric power, about 450,- 
000 of these being home-owners and farm- 
ers. Flood control—damming up water in 
the spring and releasing it scientifically in 
drier months—has been successful as far 
as it has gone, 


When the Kentucky Dam, near Paducah, 
where the Tennessee empties into the Ohio, 
is completed some time this year, flood 
troubles on the Ohio River should be con- 
siderably lessened, 

The TVA's success and prospects, we 
think, call for some similar projects for 
bringing the Mississippi itself under con- 
trol after the war. Mississippi floods have 
been combated for generations by the levee 
method, 


This method consists in merely trying to 
keep the river walled in with great sand- 
bag or concrete revetments, instead of let- 
ting it spread out over nearby lands in 
floodtime or controlling its main tributa- 
ries with TVA-style dams, 


When the river gets too full for the 
levees, one of two things happens, Hither 
a lot of desperate citizens build the levee 
higher and thicker and hold the river that 
time, or it breaks its bounds. It broke 
loose in numerous places this spring, as it 
frequently does, and the resulting crop and 
property losses were serious. 


Higher and Higher Levees 


The prediction has been made that, if 
the levee method is used long enough, the 
Mississippi eventually will be running along 
in a big walled ditch far above the level of 
the adjoining country. It hasn't come to 
that yet, but it’s on its way, 


After the war, one of our early steps, we 
believe, should be to tackle the problem of 
Mississippi flood control in the scientific, 
TVA way. As many TVA’s as need be 
should be set up, to gear this whole great 
mid-continent drainage system into an in- 
terlocking series of dams along its main 
tributaries, and along those tributaries’ 
tributaries, 


The big bulldozers now working for de- 
struction on the fighting fronts can be put 
to constructive work of this kind after the 
war. We'll most likely need to make a lot 
of jobs, and boondoggiles will most likely 
not appeal to men who have licked the Ger- 
mans and the Japs. The job of harnessing 
the Mississippi River system should appeal 
to a lot of such men, 


It will be a gigantic job, since this sys- 
tem’s remotest feeders start as far east as 
New York State and as far west as South- 
west Montana. 


But it is a job that needs to be done, 
as the best single flood-control, power-de- 
velopment and erosion-prevention project 
that can be undertaken in this country. We 
can hardly get going on it too soon after 
the present main job, the winning of the 
war, is done,

The realists are saying that the wars in 
Europe and the Pacific are all over but 
the shooting. Many of the preliminaries 
to victory are out of the way. But the de- 
struction of our enemies’ will to fight is 
not. And that is not to come gcheaply, 
we can be very sure of that, 

More in order than victory peans before 
the event will be the words of Capt. Philip 
at Santiago: “Don’t cheer, boys, The poor 
devils are dying.” They may be ours.

A uwod Book by Senator Mead 
About His Trip to War Zones 


“Tell the Folks Back Home,"' by Senator James M. 

Mead. (D, Appleton-Century Co., New York.) 

In Melbourne last Sept. 14, Prime Min- 
ister John Curtin was talking about the 
American poll-tax problem, which he said 
is amusing to Australians, 

“Over here,” said Curtin, “we run things 
the other way ‘round, Every man has to 
pay a tax if he does not vote—one guinea 
(about $6). That's a sure way to keep the 
people participating in their Government.” 

One of his listeners was Senator Mead, 
who with four other Senators was on a 
swift 45,000-mile tour of battlefronts and 
Allied nations, Alert, intelligent and a 
remarkably good reporter, Senator Mead 
caught and recorded daily the meaty, 1)- 
luminating conversations on all fronts, de- 
scribed at first-hand the miracle-workings 
of lend-lease, the appalling famines of In- 
dia, the manicured moves behind the diplo- 
matic game of power politics, With sensi- 
tivity and sometimes sentimentality, he re- 
corded the panorama of a world at war, 
a world at once terrifying and beautiful, 
abysmally cruel and warmly compassionate, 

Although he is an unusually well-in- 
formed man, Senator Mead learned much 
on the trip besides the fact about Austra- 
lia’s poll-tax-in-reverse. Some things he did 
not like, and Capitol Hill still simmers from 
the furor he and his colleagues kicked up 
on returning. Senator Mead retracts noth- 
ing in his book, inserts no cushioning 
preface in an election year,

He still deplores the lack of a strong, ¢o- 
ordinated American military, economic and 
diplomatic policy; is still annoyed that the 
British seem to get the credit for some 
American lend-lease materials; sttll angry 
at the thought that we are draining our 
own oil resources to fuel the war while 
the British fields in the Middle East are 
conserved; still eager that we obtain post. 
war air rights to air bases we have built 
on British soil. 

The sight of India’s starving millions 
made the author and some of his associ- 
ates physically ill. And it made them as 
sore as boils, When they reached Calcutta 
he wrote: “In a city second only to Lon- 
don as biggest of the whole British Em. 
pire, we are surrounded here with poverty, 
disease and filth that is overwhelming. Vul- 
tures circled in hundreds above us as we 
rode in, Helpless, half-naked people are 
lying everywhere, in the yards and side- 
walks and highways.” He was shocked 
that, at the same moment, the British au- 
thorities were devoting precious space in 
freight cars to race horses. 

With the same sort of political acumen 
that enabled him to rise from a railroad 
switchman to the Senate, Mead has bal- 
anced his report with enough laudatory 
comments on the British, the French and 
others whom he found cause to criticise, to 
give the whole an unmistakable ring of 
fairness. The book is informative, enter- 
taining, breezy and palatable to virtually all 
shades of thought. It proves that the tax- 
payers, in financing the trip, didn't waste 
a cent.

night. 

Curtailment of war production in 
many local industries, Gaukel said, 
had not released a sufficient sup- 
ply of man power to fill all orders 
received from employers by the 
United States Employment Service. 
He pointed out that as long as 
these jobs remain unfilled vital 
war production is being impeded. 

The priority referrals program, 
as announced Friday by War Man- 
power Commissioner Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, “is simply an extension of 
the present WMC controls over 
skilled labor,” Gaukel said. “It 
will ‘expose’ more men to the acute 
meeds of war industry here and 
throughout the country, particular- 
ly those in which a critical labor 
_ghortage still exists.” 

McNutt in 
said shortages of man power were 
most acute in foundries, forge 
shops, rubber and tire, ship repair- 
ing, logging and lumber, textile, 
coal and electronic industries, 

Under the terms of the program, 
employers must hire all workers 
through the Federal employment 
service and all workers must ap- 
ply for jobs through that agency. 
The St. Louis office is at 410 North 
Broadway. Guided referrals will 
ynean, Gaukel explained, that more 
men will be moved into urgent 
jobs and fewer men will be périnit- 
ted to leave essential jobs. 

Application of the program will 
become effective in St. Louis July 
1, in accordance with orders re- 
ceived by Gaukel from Edward 
McDonald, regional WMC direc- 
tor. Meanwhile, adaption of the 
program to this area will be 
worked out by the WMC area 
management-labor committee, 

‘This committee will meet each 
week, Gaukel said, to list the war 
industries in the area which have 
the highest delivery urgency for 
their products and which, there- 
fore, are entitled to priorities in 
the referral of male labor, espe-

We need a sound 
policy of two-way trade—the kind 
of policy represented by the Hull 
reciprocal trade agreements.

Dr, Moulton emphasizes, more- 
over, the chance for new invest- 
ment in such developing industries 
as synthetic fibers and textiles, 
plastics, television, electronics, pre- 
fabricated houses and television. 

Dr. Nourse’s book is a cogent 
argument for a low-price policy 
as the road to prosperity, and the 
writer of this series drew upon the 
book to buttress the conclusion 
that “if our economy is to produce 
prosperity and not stagnation, the 
gains which industry makes from 
improved ways of doing things 
must be passed on to the con- 
sumer in the form of lower 
prices,” 

Long-Term Interests, 


If industry consults its long- 
term interests, Dr. Nourse says, it 
will set its face against the temp- 
tation to make a killing in the 
postwar period out of the abun- 
dant buying power that will be re- 
leased into a market not yet back 
to normal peacetime production. A 
short-sighted industrial policy in 
this transition period, he thinks, 
might well set the stage for a col- 
lapse as devastating as that of the 
1930s. 

Among the many authorities con- 
sulted by the writer—business 
men, Government officials, profes- 
sional economists — there was 
agreement that, while some wage 
adjustments will have to be made 
after the war, the aggregate vol- 
ume of wages must be kept high 
in order that an adequate purchas- 
ing power may be mantained. 

“T have no idea,” said Arthur G. 
Drefs, chairman of the board of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce and _ vice-president and 
treasurer of the McQuay-Norris 
Manufacturing Co. “that basic 
hourly wage rates are coming 
down. To attempt to bring them 
down would be suicidal.” 

There was a large area of agree- 
ment, too, on the necessity of a 
public works program to fill the 
expected employment gaps in the 
immediate postwar period. The 
Baruch report, for instance, called 
for “early engineering on public 
works to be ready if needed to 
fill in the valley of employment.” 
Urging the same thing, Henry J. 
Kaiser said the big objective was 
to keep up the momentum of pro- 
duction. If we could do that, he 
said, we needn’t worry about the 
postwar debt and any postwar ex- 
penditures we might have to make. 

The agreement on public works 
as a stopgap was just that and no 
more. The cleavage remains, as 
deep as ever, between those who, 
like Nathan, believe in public 
spending as a permanent instru- 
ment of national policy, to be used 
as a “compensatory” or “correc- 
tive” device, and those who be- 
lieve that public spending should 
be rigidly held -down, The differ- 
ence between these ideologies will 
continue to feed the fires of pol- 
itics. 

Government Intervention. 

So also, of course, will the whole 
general question of the degree to 
which Government should inter- 
vene in the affairs of business. As 
we have seen, we are not con- 
fronted in this country with a 
choice between the complete regi- 
mentation and the complete free- 
dom of business enterprise. There 
can be no complete regimentation 
of business in a democracy, and 
as a matter of practical fact there 
can be no complete freedom of 
private enterprise under any con- 
ditions. 

From the earliest times in the 
United States business has been 


subjected to some degree of regu- 
lation—much of it at the behest of 
business itself. The issue before 
us, now as always, is what degree 
of regulation we should have in 
the public interest. As one writer

Credit Union, informed the doc- 
tors, related Dr. Jacques, that a 
ivery large proportion of the 
union’s loans were made to cover 
medical care costs. He suggested 
to the men that they prepare 
some kind of prepayment plan 
whereby people could budget medi- 
cal costs, and as an officer of a 
small manufacturing company,

prepayment group made up of his 
own employes. 

In theory, the prepayment plan 
is open only to persons of limited 
‘incomes, those who cannot afford 
hexpensive care and are not quali- 
| fied to attend free clinics. Mem- 
bers’ incoMes currently range be- 
i'tween $1200 and $5500, Circum- 
| stances of employment and size 
of: family, however, are factors 
taken into consideration when the

warrant it, “we will take persons 
earning as high as $6000," Dr. 
Jacques affirmed. 


Freedom of Choice. 


Plan members have the freedom 
to choose their own general medi-

The general medi- 
cal man acts as the “family physi- 
cian” and becomes the counsellor

First at the courthouse on this 
year’s Big Day were George 
Washington Lemon, 92, and Wil- 
liam W. Nichols, 74. It was seemly 
that they were the first, for Uncle 
George is the brother of that 
James R. Lemon who founded 
Benton’s Big Singing and Uncle 


William has been one of the song 
leaders for years and years. They 
shook hands and their talk was 
about their health and the sing- 
ing. Uncle William was glad to 
say that he felt better than he 
did a while back when he was 
so bad off he didn’t know whether 
he was going to pull through. He 
was glad he had lived for another

66 ‘VE been singing since I was 

not more than 5 years old,” 

says Uncle William, “and 

most of my singing has been done 


out of the old Southern Harmony: 


book.” Turning caressingly the 
leaves of the book that was first 
published in 1835, he gave it as his 
opinion that the book had every- 
thing that a song book should 
have. “It hasn’t a bad song in 
it,” says Uncle William with con- 
viction. “There’s one on page 253 
that can’t be beat anywhere: 


On Jordan’s stormy banks I 
stand, : 

And cast a wistful eye 

To Ca-naan’s fair and happy 
land, 

Where my possessions lie. 


“And it has “Amazing Grace” 
in it too. If a song book doesn’t 
have “Amazing Grace” in it, I 
wouldn’t have it at all. And 
Southern Harmony never changes. 
It doesn’t come out every little 
while with some of the old songs 
left out and new ones put in. The 
songs in Southern Harmony are 
the same that Singin’ Billy Wal- 
ker put in the first one that was 
published. The singers, though, 
are not what they used to be. If 
we had some of the old first 
ones here “today they'd raise the 
hair on your head. My, how 
they used to sing! 

“I was at the second Big Sing- 
ing and I reckon I’ve attended

This was a happy day for him, 
he said, because he could come 
to the Big Singing. He wants to 
keep on coming as long as he 
lives and he hopes the people will 
keep up the singings after he is 
gone. And he thinks they will, 
the way they still feel about it. 


It does seem like the next gen- 
eration is going to keepeup the 
Big Singing, for when the people 
have filled the court house and 
it’s time to begin, it is Duke 
Nichols, son of Uncle William, 
who stands in front of them and 
gives out No. 103, “Holy Manna.” 
It was the first number at the 
first Big Singing and it has been 
the opening song for every sing- 
ing since. 

Without the aid of musical! in- 
strument or tuning fork, Duke 
gave the pitch and_= singers 
sounded their fa, sol, la mi. He 
raised his hand and, as the cus- 
tom is, they sang through the 
first verse, pronouncing the names 
of the notes instead of the words 
of the song. It was excellent har- 
mony. “All right, that’s fine,” said 
the leader, “let’s pick up a little 
on the words.” They picked up 
a little on the words as they 
sang: 

Brethren, we have met to 

worship, 

And adore the Lord, our Gd; 
Will you pray with all your 


power, 
While we try to preach<the 


word. 
All in vain unless the spirit 
of the Holy One come down; 
Brethren pray, and holy man- 
na will be showered all 
around, 


“We will‘'now sing page 8, the 
first, second and last stanzas,” 
the leader announced. Perhaps 
Uncle William had had a hand in 
shaping the program, for the se- 
jection was “Amazing Grace,” 
without which, in his opinion, no 
song bcok would be complete. 
And they sang it like it was their 
favorite too: 


Amazing grace (how sweet 
the sound) ' 

That saved a wretch like me! 

I once was lost, but now am 
found, 

Was blind but now I see. 


With simple dignity and a sort 
of solemnity the people sang the 
songs that Singin’ Billy Walker 
wrote or selected for his book 
more than a century ago, songs 
that were intended to lift the 
hearts of those others who lived 
when living was primitive. There 
was none of the emotionalism of 
the revival meeting and none of 
the jazz that has found its way 
into modern hymnology. 
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T was no part of Singin’ Billy 

Walker’s purpose in putting out 

his book to encourage frivolous 
singing. He took pains in naming 
his book to make his purpose 
plain, for he called it “The South- 
ern Harmony and Musical Com- 
panion, containing a choice col- 
lection of tunes, hymns, psalms, 
odes and anthems, selected from 
the most eminent authors in the 
United States, together with near- 
ly one hundred new tunes which 
have never been published ... 
well adapted to Christian 
churches of every denomination, 
singing schools and private s0- 
cieties.” 


It is not held against Singin’ 
Billy that the contents of the 
book do not quite measure up to 
the title page promise, for there 
are no psalms and very few odes 
and anthems. The inference in 
his favor is that he wrote the 
title page first, with the best of 
intentions, and neglected to re- 
vise it before publication. Mast 


of the 335 songs were selected 
from popular eighteenth century 
American composers. The type 
having the largest representation 
is the folk hymn of the Welsh- 
Baptist songs found in popular 
collections of that period. In all 
the songs only four notes are 
used: fa, sol, la and mi. Shape 
notes are used to make note read- 
ing easier. Thus fa is triangular, 
sol is round, la is square and mi 
is diamond shape. 
eh, Fie 
ALKER was of Welsh de- 
W scent and the love of song 
and a depth of religious feel- 
ing were his inheritance. As a 
boy in the Welsh-Baptist congre- 
gation of his ancestors he was 
so mighty in song that they 
called him Singin’ Billy, He grew 
up in the tradition of the re 
ligious folk songs with which 
that church endowed America. 
He devoted his life to gathering 
and arranging songs, culminat- 
ing In the publication of “South- 
ern Harmony,” which he consid- 
ered his greatest achievement, for 
he always signed his name Wil- 
liam Walker, A. S. H. (Author of 
Song Harmony), and it is as Wil- 
liam Walker, A. S. H., that his 
tombstone is marked in Mag- 
nolia Cemetery at Spartanburg. 
The book so well expressed the 
feeling of the early settlers that 
general storekeepers had to keep 
it in stock before the Civil War 
and 600,000 copies were sold. 
The last edition of the original 
book was published in 1854 and 
as the years passed copies became 
rare and were cherished because 
of their rarity and the memories 
that they evoked. The movement 
for the revival of the old-fash- 
ioned mass harmony singing be- 
gan in Benton in 1884 when James 
R. Lemon gathered a few singers 
at the Old Benton Seminary. His 
brother, George, was one of the 
singers. It was decided to have a 
Big Singing once a year, on the 
last Sunday in May. That Sunday 
became a fixed date on the Ben- 
ton calendar, along with Christ- 
mas and the Fourth of July., With 
little planning and less promotion, 
carried forward by its own mo- 
mentum, the Big Singing has sur- 
vived and grown, having no coun- 
terpart in the United. States or, as 
far as known, in the world. 
There came a time when, with 
only a few of the original song

books available, the singing had 
to be done largely from memory. 
The old timers remembered well 
enough but the younger singers 
were at a disadvantage, and there 
was danger that their interest 
would lag. In 1939 a movement 
was started, sponsored by the 
Young Men’s Progress Club of 
Benton, for the republication of 
the book. The Federal Writers’ 
Project of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration co-operated and the 
book was reissued in the original 
form except for the addition of 
prefatory material, and now again 
there are books for all who want 


to sing. 
S this year, the Big Singing was 

held as usual at the Marshall 
County courthouse, where it has 
been held every year except for 
the time when the old courthouse 
was destroyed by fire and an- 
other had to be built, During that 
interval it was held elsewhere. 
The attendance this year at the 
forenoon sessjon was affected 
somewhat by war restrictions, but 
at the opening of the afternoon 
session there were thousands in 
and around the courthouse, sing- 
ing or listening to the songs that 
came through the open windows 
and could be heard to the boun- 
daries of the town, 


With Duke Nichols leading 
again, the singers began the after- 
noon program with “Bound for 
Canaan,’ tuning up with their 
sol, sol, fa, sol, la, sol, fa, swing-

ing into the words of the verse 
and then the chorus: 
I’m on my way to Canaan, 
I'm on my way te Canaan, 
I'm on my way ¢¢6 Canaan, 
To the new Je-rus-a-lem. 
Then they sang “Jerusalem,” 
with its reiterating chorus: 


I’m on my jourwey home, 
To the new Jerusalem, 

So fare you well, 

I am going honte. 


Boone Hill, called Marshall 
County’s patriarch, named after 
Daniel Boone, who once stayed 
the night at the cabin of Hill's 
grandparents, spoke of the first 
singing 60 years agc, and thanked 
the young generation for keeping 
in remembrance the forefathers 
who had passed but had left sweet 
songs as their best gift to their 
children and grandchildren. 

Boone Hill, as always, took a 
turn at leading and through the 
long afternoon there were other 
oldtime leaders, Bob Mullins, C. 
M. Farmer, Carl Shockley and B. 
L. Trevathan. 


At the end of the day they sang 
“Farewell,” as at the end of every 
Big Singing for 60 years: 
Brethren, in sweet gales we are 

breezing, 

My soul feels the mighty, the 

heavenly flame; 
I’m now-on my journey, my faith 
is increasing, 

All glory and praise to God and 

the Lamb. 

Quietly the people spoke their 
goodbys and went away, to come 
again another Big Singing day.

The strategy in the sandwich 
method, therefore, consists of bol- 
stering up the ego of the person 
being criticised so that the defla- 
tion of the meaty layer of the 
sandwich will be offset by the twin 
compliments, 

Thus, by starting off with an 
honest compliment, we enhance 
the. vanity of the victim, Then we 
hand him the meaty layer of the 
sandwich which consists of our 
criticism, But we try to make it 
an intellectual rather than an 


emotional matter, and may slip 
into it gracefully by the “I won- 
der” route,

F YOU would rear a child to his 
full development of body and 
spirit you must like him. I am 
not speaking now about loving him. 
That, too, he must have, but apart 
from loving is liking, that friendly 
feeling that warms any thought 
you might have about him, 

It is possible to love a child— 
mothers love their children always 
—and not like him, Love is in- 
stinctive in mothers, but liking is 
a matter of understanding and ac- 
cepting him as he is, and it is dif- 
ferent. Anybody who has had to 
deal with wayward children will 
understand the difference. His 
mother will love him, whatever he 
does—but his teacher, without lov- 
ing him, may like him.

Defeat in Interview

H ITLER and I had luncheon at the Coronado Hotel Friday 


about noon. Having an appointment, I knocked at the door 
of his suite without calling the Fuehrer from the lobby phone, 
“Come on in,” said a voice. The voice turned out to belong to 
% Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering. 
Goering introduced me to the Minister 
of Propaganda, Paul Joseph Goebbels. 
“Put a drink in the gentleman's 
hand,” shouted Adolf from an adjoin- 
ing room, “I’ll be out in a minute.” 
He was, too. 
“Heil Hitler,” I said, standing up 
and clicking heels like mad, 
“Heil nuts,” said Hitler, “you want 
to fight?” 
Goebbels and Goering had remained 
seated. 
“Relax, Adolf,” said Goering, “he 
was just kidding.” 
“Well, all right,” said Adolf, “but 


when you say ‘Heil Hitler’ to me, 
give me living room to put my dukes up in.”

THE LUNCHEON WAS buffet style (bratwurst, liverwurst, 
braunschweiger, kartofel salad, etc.) and there, in the presence of 
about 30 representatives of the press, wire services and radio, the 
truth came out. Hitler, Goering and Goebbels aren't Hitler, 
Goering and Goebbels at all. They are respectively Robert Wat- 
son, Alexander Pope and Martin Kosleck, and they are the prin- 
cipals of Paramount Pictures’ “The Hitler Gang,” which tells 
the story of the rise to power of the Nazi criminals who plunged 
the world into war.

eruption this spring of Italy's Mount Vesuvius. .The 
world’s best-known active volcano in its recent outburst 
of destruction killed at least 26 persons, damaged vil- 
lages, vineyards and. crops to an amount estimated be- 
tween five and 10 million dollars, wrecked 35 Allied 
airplanes grounded in the vicinity. Although the erup- 
tion, which began March 18, was one of Vesuvius’ most 
violent, the loss of life was much smaller than during

many of its periods of violence. In 79 A. D., when the 
City of Pompei was buried, an estimated 2000 persons 
were killed, and in 1631 an eruption is said to have tak- 
en 18,000 lives. The 4000-foot Vesuvius is shown here at 
the height of its recent eruption, as seen from an emi- 
nence above the City of Naples, in the foreground, seven 
miles from the volcano. Hovering above the mountain 
is a cloud of lava dust dense enough to blot out the sun. 
The dust settled to earth as far away as Salerno, 25 
miles to the southeast, and light from the flaming crater 


was bright enough to illuminate the horizon of the Anzio 
beachhead, about 100 coastal miles north. The flow of 
molten lava at the height of the eruption was estimated 
at 40 miles an hour. Four days after the eruption began 
—the flow of lava lasted for a week—the villages of 

Sebastiano and Massa di Somma, on the volcano’s 
slopes, had been crushed; parfs of other towns had been 
wrecked. Soldiers of the Allied Military Government 
in Naples helped evacuate many persons made home- 
less, and Fifth Army bulldozers helped clear highways.
